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Lester White appointed 
to School Committee 


The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen and the Wi 
School Committee in a joint 
meeting Tuesday night appointed 
Lester White to fill the unexpired 
term of Dr. Francis Sullivan. 

White, a 20 year employee of Av- 
co, has been extremely active in 
community activities. The 
founder of FISH in Wilmington, he 
is also a member of the 
Wilmington Drug Committee. He 
was one of the founders of the 
SHARE drug program in Lowell, 
served as its corporate president, 
and now a member of its executive 
board. 

He has been quite active as a 
member of the Wilmington United 
Methodist Church, where he has 
been a lay leader, Sunday school 
teacher, and youth counsellor, as 
well as chairman of the trustees, 
chairman of the council on 
ministries, and chairman of the 
committee of education. 

White lives at 29 Marcus Road 
with his wife and three daughters. 

When asked as to his plans as a 
member of the school committee, 
White said that he is interested in 
providing the best quality educa- 
tion the town can provide in keep- 
ing with its ability to pay for it. He 
said he had no axes to grind. 

The two boards took three votes

The first vote was Hanlon 5, 
White 4 and Heine 1. Lacking a 
clear majority, the two boards 
voted again, with Heine 
eliminated. The result was a5 to5 
tie between Hanlon and White. 

At this point, Chairman Boylen 
made brief inquiries, and finding 
that the next vote would be 6 to 4 
White, asked for a unanimous vote 
for White, which was granted.

Public Works projects to start soon 


Wilmington has two types of 
public works projects in prepara- 
tion, both sponsored by the 
Federal government. both are 
scheduled for an early start, 
sometime in the near future. 

The construction of a sewer 
main to North Wilmington is one 
that is to be done through the 

tment of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW) and will cost 
about $7 million. Bonds will have 
to be issued by the Town of 


Wilmington to pay for this con- 
struction, and the money will ther 
be repaid to the town by the 
Federal government. There 
should be no local tax money in- 
volved, when the total costs are 


computed. 

The first two steps of this pro- 
ject are to construct a main to the 
vicinity of Wilmington Square, us- 
ing the Boston and Maine railroad 
right of way or nearby land, and 
then to the vicinity of Wiser Ave., 


also via the Boston and Maine. 
The cost of the first two steps will 
be about $2.2 million 

Construction plans are about 
ready, and the necessary paper 
work for calling for bids for the 
sale of bonds is nearly completed. 
Wilmington residents can feel con- 
fident that the work will start 
soon, possibly before the end of 
December.

Town of Tewksbury.” 

Gaffney emphasized that he had 
voted against taxes several times. 
He had voted against self service. 
He had voted against the proposed 
pay raises for the state officials. 

A record, he said “‘is something 
to build on - not to stand on.” 

Right to Life issue 

Both men were asked their 
stands on the ‘‘Right to Life’ 
issue. 

Mr. Gaffney told his audience 
that the issue os governed by the 
Supreme Court decision. In the 
first three months of pregnancy, 
he said, the decision ruled there 
could be no legislation that would 
come between a woman and her 
physician. 

He was not certain as to where 
he would draw the line. ‘Within 
the guidelines of the Supreme 
Court decision I would possibly 
support a guideline to restrict 
abortions."” 

Mr. Antonelli was more brief. 

“There is no question on my 
position - I am opposed to abortion 
- I am for the Right to Life.” 

Capital Punishment 

On a law and order question Mr. 
Antonelli said he didn’t feel that 
anyone should have the right to 
take someone's life. ‘‘The 
deterrent is not capital 
punishment."’ 

Antonelli also said he had voted 
against prison furloughs, in 1973 
and 74. Furloughs should be much 
more restricted, he said. 

James Gaffney’ said that there 
could be a limited application for 
furloughs when a prisoner was ap- 
proaching the end of his sentence. 

Speaking on the death sentence, 
he felt that capital punishment, in 
a first degree murder, could be a 
deterrent. 

He did not favor capital punish- 
ment for murders involving pas- 
sion or stress, but in 
“premeditated murder, it could be 
a deterrent.”

What bills? 

Selectman Hallisey asked the 
two candidates to define the bills 
they had filed, to help Tewksbury. 

Gaffney told the audience he was 
working, with others, on solar 
energy bills. He had legislation 
which passed title of some surplus 
well fields from the state hospital 
to the town. He was the co-sponsor 
of a generic drug bill. He had filed 
legislation to reduce the size of the 
governor’s cabinet. 

Gaffney also said he had filed a 
bill to increase the abatement of 
taxes for elderly person and had 
two bills, one which would make a 
mandatory jail sentence for adults 
involved in juvenile crimes, an 
another of which involved 
juveniles engaged in house breaks. 

Gaffney is also taking part in the 
iniative petition that would change 
the laws so that money coming 
from the lotteries would revert to 
the cities and towns. 

Mr. Antonelli said he would give 
the highlights. 

He had filed legislation which 
had increased the abatement of 
taxes for elderly and widows, from 
$14 thousand to $20 thousand. He 
had obtained for Tewksbury, 90 
acres of land for a new high school, 
with no cost. Land he said, is now 
worth about $12 thousand an acre. 

He had obtained a right-of-way 
across the property of the State 
Hospital for sewer proposal. 

He had located and obtained land 
on Livingston Street for 
for the elderly, and he had led in 
legislative attempts to reduce the 
size of the budget for the County 
Hospital, saving about one half 
million dollars for the taxpayers. 

The Phantom Candidate 

There were two candidates for 
County Commissioner present, but 
a third one was brought in, by in- 
direction. 

County Commissioner Mike 
McLaughlin called County Com- 


missioner Lester Ralph the 
“Phantom Candidate.” 

He doesn’t show enough interest 
and respect to come out and meet 
the people, McLaughlin charged. 

Car Cincotta of Waltham, 27 
years old, was the first to speak. 
He is a member of the city council. 
His aim is to turn over the govern- 
ment of Counties in Massachusetts 
to the state, - ‘where they 
belong."’ 

According to Cincotta there is no 
civil service in Middlesex County, 
it is all a metter of patronage. 

Mike McLaughlin of Billerica 
opened his statement with his 
remarks about Ralph. Then he 
told of reducing the cost of govern- 
ment of the county - fiscal 1976, he 
said, is 3.8% smaller than fiscal 75, 
and there jsn’t any county or city 
in the state that can say this. 

In spite of that, he said, there 
has been a 2.5% increase in the 
budgets of essential services. 

Patronage, McLaughlin said, is 
“still rempant in the state." To- 
day we have a county bondsman 
and there are no relatives on the 
payroll - nothing to hide. 

Clerk of Courts 

The Clerk of Courts candidate 
was Ed Sullivan, who has been in 
office for 18 years. Sullivan spoke 
of the history of ‘‘back-logs”’ in the 
Middlesex County Courts, and of 
statements by opponents about the 
backlogs. There was no way, 
Sullivan said, to eliminate the back 
log unless we add judges. 

A year ago some justices were 
recalled. Mr. Justice Mitchell was 
assigned to the Cambridge Court 
to break the backlog. ) 

“We eliminated over 6,000-cases 
in a two months period. 

Sullivan said the Court needed a 
computer, but the County Com- 
missioners would not provide one. 
so he went to a neighbor - a 
Congressman, and now a computer 
is being provided.
